The 
Woodsteck Courier attributes this and 
the unexpected triumph of the antima- 
sonic faction to the ‘‘distribution of the 
Electioneering Fund of Five Hundred 
Dollars—the wide dissemination of their 
fictions aud falsehoods, in Tracts and 
news-prints—the calumnies against Mr.

Furnished with requisite 
remedies, he scoured every lane and 
alley, proclaiming his benevolent inten- 
tions, and distributing even food to the 
needy. Let history, when it repeats 
the story of the good bishop of Mar- 
seilles, who afier all, was merely a sol- 
dier at his post, also record the benev- 
olence and the contempt of danger and 
of death evinced by an American strang- 
er within the pestilential walls of Smyr- 
na. 


The Taunton Whig contains the fol- 
lowing extract of a letter from a res- 
pectable gentleman in Rochester:— 

“The latter part of last week, a wo- 
man died in Rochester, Mass. who had 
been married about two or three months 
After her decease, the neighbors be- 
came suspicious that her death was 
caused by the ill treatment of her hus- 
band. On Friday, a coroner’s inquest 
was held upon her body, and _ returned 
a verdict, ‘‘that she came to her death 
by reason of blows inflicted by her hus- 
band.””
